It is the Republicans who take 
over as governors, 
senators 
and 
house members in 1939 who will 
chart the party course. 
It is they 
who will have to decide whether 
Democratic election setbacks this 
year meant a distinct reversal of 
the New Deal “liberal” tide that 
began in 1932 and all but obliter­ 
ated Republican opposition In 1936. 
Committeemen Disagree 
Evidences of deep disagreement 
among 
the 
national 
committee 
members gathered in Washington 
as to the meaning to be placed on 
party successes this year were too 
clear to be ignored. 
Though the 
harmony 
note 
was 
sounded 
by 
every speaker, an “if” of some sort 
was attached to every prediction 
of a presidential sweep in 1940. 
That “if” represents, to political 
observers, almost as sharp a clash 
in Republican ranks as among Dem­ 
ocratic factions. 
There were even 
hints from such newcomers to the 
national 
committee 
as 
Kenneth 
Simpson of New York that a virtual 
purge of conservative Republican 
leaders would be necessary if the 
Republican portents of 1938 were 
to be realized in 1940. 
Caution la Strategy 
One factor that .possibly contrib- 
* ut cl more than a m other to Simp- 
v son s failure to obtain a post on 
f the Republican executive commit­ 
tee was the fact that his selection 
might have been interpreted as a 
committee gesture in favor of a 
Dewey-for-president boom. 
At this 
stage, certainly, there are so many 
other Republicans, young and old. 
casting covetous eyes toward the 
1940 nomination that the harmony 
motto under which the Republicans 
assembled would dictate caution. 
P r e f e r m e n t of former Senator 
Hastings of Delaware for the exec­ 
utive committee Job raised no presi­ 
dential 
boom 
troubles, 
whatever 
can be read into it in the way of 
a victory for the conservative wing 
of the party. 
Matching Hastings' 
assignment with that 
of 
Harvey 
Jewett. Jr., of South Dakota made 
a harmony pattern 
w’hieh

Simpson was inclined to recognize 
as understandable strategy for the 
moment. 
Sounds Sour Note 
Simpson sounded a pronounced 
sour note to m ar that harmony, 
however, by declaring off-stage that 
the 1938 party mandate was not 
back-to-Hoover. but forward with 
one of the “wealth of fine. new, 
forward-looking leaders that recent 
elections have brought forth.’* Mr. 
Hoover is still not-a-candidate. Pro­

Reduced Fatalities 
Feature Michigan's 
1938 Deer Hunting 


(By Th* Annodated Pram) 
The 1938 Michigan deer h u n t­ 
ing 
season 
closed 
W ednesday 
night amid plaudits of state offi­ 
cials for the reduced loss of life 
from hunting accidents. 
An Associated Press tabulation 
of hunting fatalities showed five 
dead 
from 
misdirected 
gunfire, 
nine deud from over-exertion and 
no fewer than 17 wounded. This 
compares with state conservation 
figures which showed 14 killed by 
gunfire last year, four dead from 
heart failure, and 12 wounded. 
P. J. Hoffinaster, director of the 
conservation departm ent, express­ 
ed himself as 
“ pretty 
happy” 
about the reduced toll. He point­ 
ed out th at no 
official 
agency 
could remedy deaths from physi­ 
cal reasons and asserted th a t the 
five reported fatalities indicated 
that hu nters w*ere exercising m ore 
caution. 
He said the departm ent was al­ 
so 
pleased 
to 
learn 
th at 
the 
slaughter of does and other viola­ 
tions of the gam e laws were con­ 
siderably low’er than in any paat 
year of record. 
ldwnaeft Increased 
The last reported accident came 
from Sault Ste. Marie, where R ay­ 
mond McCullough, 24, of 
Bar­ 
beau, was accidentally shot W ed­ 
nesday while hunting with a party 
of six, including his father and 
two brothers. 
McCullough, hunting near the 
Soo, climbed atop a tree stum p 
after resting his gun against the 
stum p. The gun slipped to the 
ground and discharged, sending 
a volley into McCullough’s abdo­ 
men. His condition was reported 
“ very serious” at Memorial hospi­ 
tal. Sault Ste. Marie. 
The state conservation 
d e p a r t ­ 
ment estim ated that the num ber 
of licenses sold during the season 
would not exceed 160,000. Such a 
figure would be about 3,000 m ore 
than wrere issued last year. 
The departm ent had no figures 
on t h e ’num ber of deer killed d u r­ 
ing 
urged h u n ters 
to forwhMtt report ck ds to th e de­ 
p artm ent to enable compilation of 
a definite figure. 
A lthough the kill of hear was 
1 heavy in the early p art of the sea­ 
son, cold w eather reduced it d u r­ 
ing the remaind€

“ vandalism ” will require w ritten 
permission from the land owner 
from whose property the tree is 
taken before it can 
be 
cut 
or 
transp orted within the state. 
The departm ent of agriculture 
which supervises the tree cutting 
enforcem ent, w arned householders 
who buy trees to m ake sure they 
either have a bill of sale or that 
the tree is tagged to show' it was 
purchased. Otherwise, tile d e p a rt­ 
ment said, the purchaser will have 
no proof the tree was not illegally 
cut.

Local High School 
Boy Raises Record 
Seed Potato Crop 


W illiam Barron. Earauaba high 
school student who had the highest 
potato yield in the county and the 
second highest In the Upper Pen- 
insula. Is spending all his spare 
time now helping his father. Frank 
Barron of Flat Rock, grade pota­ 
toes. 
A student of agriculture un­ 
der Henry Wylie. Smlth-Hughes In­ 
structor at the local high school. 
W illiam Is planning on going Into 
the business of producing certified 
seed potatoes after he graduates in 
June. 
H is record yield of 478 bushels 
per acre gave him first place in the 
Smith-Hughes premier potato grow­ 
ers contest held at Escanaba last 
month, and whs only 13 bushels be­ 
hind the highest yield In the penin­ 
sula. 
H ere Is B illy’s story of hts record 
crop: 
“ Our farm is located on a fertile 
silt loom soil. 
I disked the field 
twice last fall because my potatoes 
were following a crop of rutabagas. 
W e put on barnyard manure during 
the winter at the rate of 15 loads 
to the acre 
The field was plowed 
deep this spring, disked twice, and 
harrowed to put it In good shape 
for planting. 
“ I purchased my certified Russet 


Rural seed 
from 
my father and 
treated It with corrosive sublimate 
before 
planting. 
My 
field 
was 
planted Ju n e 7. 
“ W e set the planter lo drop the 
seed lo Inches apart 
In 
32-inch 
rows. 
Thus put In 30 bushel© of 
seed to the acre. 
Our planter is 
equipped with a fertilizer attach­ 
ment. and we put on 1,000 pounds 
of commercial fertilizer per acre 
while we were planting the pota­ 
toes 
This was a 3-12-12 fertilizer. 
‘ I dragged the field twice before 
the potatoes came up. cultivated 
them once when the plants were 
four inches high and again when 
they were about seven Inches high 
We do not hill our potatoes. 
“ Our power sprayer operates at 
350 pounds pressure, and I sprayed 
the flold six times brith Bordeaux 
during the summer. 
“ The potatoes run 70 per cent 
number one certified seed and five 
per rent ’seconds,’ leaving about 25 
per cent of the crop for sale as 
table stock.**

is tho most dependable revenue getter. 
Impetus to the observance of National 
Potato W eek la being furnished 
by 
the 
first organ ired national program for 
the 
promotion and advertising of the potato, 
under the auspices of the National Potato 
association, cooperating with the 
depart­ 
ments of agriculture of nine 
important 
potato producing ataftaa. 
Tbs drive to focus national attention on 
tbs flood values to be found in 
potatoes 
was inaugurated by special proclamations 
issued by the nine governors of the states 
of M ilas, New York, Pennsylvania, Michi­ 
gan, Idaho. Colorado. North Dakota, Min­ 
nesota and W isconsin. 
l l Is understood Chat

wholesale and retail organisations 
will 
cm d aet special drives on potatoes during 
National Potato W eek, supported with lib­ 
eral advertising and publicity.

Tbs wonderful anlas results that have 
been achieved by tb s Sun-Kist association 
and other organisations engaged in

Careful Planning Needed 
I T if a safe bet that every sparsely-settled 
^ hit of land on earth will eventually be 
suggested as a possible haven for the Jew ­ 
ish refugees from Germany. Already such 
widely separated spots as Alaska. British 
Guinana and Tanganyika have been 
pro- 


J posed 
and the end is not yet. 
While the open season for such things 
is on. it can do no harm to mAke s u g g e s ­ 
tions: hut before any such proposal can be 
taken seriously there will have to be some 
straight thinking about the 
needs 
and 
qualification* both of the refugees 
them ­ 
selves and of the lands which are propos­ 
ed as havens. 
That Is why it is possible to sympathize 
profoundly with the refugees’ plight and 
still see a good deal of point to an objec­ 
tion raised by tho Ketchikan Chronicle. 
Alaskan newspaper, concerning the 
pro­ 
posal to settle the refugees in the Mata- 
nuska Valley. 
"We need population, but It must 
be 
reasonably selective,'’ remarked the Chron­ 
icle. 
It is perfectly true, of course, that the 
rigors of winter weather in Alaska 
have 
been exaggerated. From 
all 
accounts. 
Matanuaka has a climate not greatly un­ 
like that of the northwestern Fnlted Stat­ 
es. Anyone used to a Minnesota or a Da­ 
kota winter, for Instance, would have 
no 
trouble surviving on in southern Alaska. 
Alaska has great riches, and It will ulti­ 
mately support a large population; 
but 
that population needs to be chosen with 
care. Hight now the need Is for farmers, 
woodsmen, people used to life on the soil 
and fitted to pioneering frontier life. The 
government acted wisely in choosing farm­ 
er folk from upper 
Michigan, 
Wichigan, 
Wisconsin, and Minnesota for the 
Mata- 
uuska colony. 
But the bulk of the German 
refugees 
for whom a haven is being sought are not 
of that class at all. Most of them are city 
people, engaged in the profeesions or 
in 
trade. To settle some thousands of them on 
the Alaskan frontier -where 
agriculture 
must for years to come be the basic occu­ 
pation— would be as sad a mistake aa it 
would have been for the U. S. government 
to populate Matannska with unemployed 
factory hands and white collar people from 
New York. 
It Is quite possible, of course, that by a 
process of examination and selection 
a 
considerable number of the refugees might 
be found qualified to undertake 
such 
a 
life. In that cane. the question of settling 
them in Alaska might very well be 
con­ 
sidered seriously. Hut it ought to he pret­ 
ty clear that Alaska does not offer a solu­ 
tion for the problem as a whole. 
And the same thing is true, in different 
degrees, of most of the other spots that 
have been suggested. Simply finding 
an 
unoccupied bit of territory and dumping 
It. willy-nilly, don’t do.

The trade drive of the fascist powers in 
South America has become seriously m ix­ 
ed up with the question of the drive

fascism and nazism there. 
Travelers go lo Brazil, Chile, Peru, Ecu­ 
ador and come back with what seems 
to 
be wholly differing reports. One assures 
us these countries have not gone fascist. 
Another tells us with emphasis that they 
have. The contradictions 
arise 
entirely 
out of a failure of the several reporters to 
understand what fascism is. 
Most people imagine that It Is an essen­ 
tially German or Italian product and that 
going faacist means teaming up with Ger­ 
many or Italy Therefore one writer tells 
us that these countries have not gone into 
a German gang agreement, hence they are 
not fascist. The idea (hat a country may 
go fascist and yet be utterly 
hostile 
to 
Germany does not seem to occur to them. 
s

* 
First, therefore, we must know 
what 
fascism Is. Fascism is a form of economic 
nationalism organized to control and di­ 
rect the capitalist economic system 
with 
the object of making It work, under the 
domination of a dictator. 
All the 
dram­ 
atic excesses— the mob scenes, the march­ 
ing shirt brigades, the 
swastikas, 
the 
hounding of Jews, the militaristic 
Jingo 
ism- are merely the external trappings. 
The central core of fascism is 
an 
at­ 
tempt to make the economic system work 
by controlling it. This of course Is what 
socialism attempts. But socialism abolish­ 
es profit and private property. 
Fascism 
seeks to preserve profit and private prop­ 
erty. It divides the economic and political 
life of the nation into two sections. 
The 
political life it leaves to legislatures, pub­ 
lic officials geographically arranged. The 
economic life it turns over to groups ar­ 
ranged by trades. 
Each Industry has Its governing 
body 
chosen within the Industry. But this gov­ 
erning group is chosen chiefly by the em­ 
ployers. lAbor has a voice but 
through 
certain repressive policies that 
voice 
la 
kept very low. Over this economic life the 
political officials have little to say. 
But 
the dictator himself Is the final authority 
of course. 
The dictator Is essential to this set-up. 
It won’t work In a democracy. It attempta 
minute regulation of the conduct of every 
business. It is Impossible to get 
compli­ 
ance unless there is a ruthless dictator you 
have appeals to the basest prejudices and 
to violence until the dictator has killed off 
all opposition.

By this standard there is no doubt that 
South American countries are 
on 
their 
way to fascism . 
In Para, for Instance, 
Benavides 
sus­ 
pended the constitution, surrounded him­ 
self with storm troopers, 
subjected 
the 
country to minute 
economic 
regulation, 
adopted numerous social la w s—old 
age 
insurance, collective 
bargaining, 
three 
montha notice to workers before dism issal 
with severance pay, restaurants for 
the 
poor, model villages, huge public works 
programs, m ilitary preparation. 
In Brasil Vargas, by a coup d ’etat, over­ 
throws the co na ti ta ti on and 
writes 
his 
own. proclaims tho corporative state, goes 
military in a big way. Because 
of 
this 
some writers said ho had led 
Brazil 
to 
fascism. Bot because ho took 
measures 
against German propaganda and their an­ 
tics, others said he had not gone fascist. 
These latter made the m istake of suppos­ 
ing that going fascist means team ing 
up 
with Germany or Italy. 
Beyond a doubt 
Brasil is going fascist 
other countries with the possible exception 
of Colombia.

W ashington— Strangest of the many un­ 
dercover fends within the Adm inistration 
is the rivalry between Secretary of 
War 
Harry H ines Wood ring and Assistant Sec­ 
retary Louis Arthur Johnson. 
Both rank high in the American Legion, 
Wood ring as former Kanmui Commander, 
Johnson as p u t National Commander, and 
both profess to be devoted supporters 
of 
Roosevelt. 
But there the 
ties 
between 
them end. 
Twice u big and energetic u Wood ring. 
Johnson frankly is after 
his 
superior’s 
job. 
Almost in the same breath with which 
he took the oath of office last year. John­ 
son informed intim ates that he had been 
appointed for the express purpose of re­ 
placing W oodring in a few months.

ped u su rin g friends that his promotion is 
just around the corner. 
W hether the President promised John­ 
son the No. I job, u the latter claims, is 
known only to them .

George D em , shortly before 
the 
1936 
election, Roosevelt had no intention 
of 
making the appointment permanent. Jim 
Farley and other advisers were

against it. R oosevelt’s plan was to shunt 
W oodring later into another spot, possibly 
in the diplom atic field.

Once installed in the Cabinet, the little 
Kansan tenaciously refused to be "kicked 
ed upstairs" 
and 
Roosevelt. 
always 
squeamish about forcibly ridding him self 
of members of his official family, let him 
stay on. 
But it has been a Pyrrhic victory 
for 
Woodring. 
He ban the title of Secretary 
of W ar and the $15,000 salary, but it is 
really Johnson who runs the Department. 
When plans for the national 
defense 
program were set in motion the President 
called in Johnson— not W oodring — and 
entrusted him with the task. 
Secretary 
W oodring hasn’t been consulted on 
any 
p h u e of the program. All he knows about 
it is what he reads in the papers. Johnson

W oodring is very 
unhappy 
in

strange situation— and 
Johnson's 
cocky 
prediction that he will soon have the top 
job is not making things any more pleas­ 
ant. W hite House insiders say W oodring is 
definitely slated to be kicked upstairs, but 
when pressed they adm it they don't know 
when or where.

Jim Farley had a very em barrassing mo­ 
ment at a secret

lu cen t recommendation* by the 
Escanaba 
safety 
commission 
re­ 
garding winter regulations will be 
considered at a regular meeting of 
the city council at the city hall this 
evening. 
One of the principal recommenda­ 
tions of the commission at its re­ 
cent meeting was that of prohibit­ 
ing of parking on any streets be­

The purpose of the recommenda­ 
tion Is to facilitate work of city 
crews In snow plowing during the 
early morning hours by removing 
the cars from the curbs. 
A good 
many people park their cars on the 
streets all night and city crews are 
forced to drive around them when 
plowing. 
This causes parts of the 
streets to be filled with snow and 
later trips to remove 
it 
causes 
heavy expense to the city. 
Should the council pass an ordi­ 
nance, owners would 
not 
neces­ 
sarily have to put their cars in 
garages. They would be allowed to 
park them in alleys or between the 
curbing and sidewalk. 
This is the 
usual procedure in 
other 
cities 
throughout the country. 
Other items to be considered at 
^the council meeting will be policy 
on enforcement of sewer connec­ 
tions in winter, policy on enforcing 
payments for driveway construc­ 
tion, discussion of delinquent prop­ 
erty taxes, in-service training pro­ 
gram and proposed examination for 
service departm ent employes.

But Anti-Pollution War 
Must Be Continued, 
Says Reid

Fou r years ago the lzaak W al­ 
ton League of 
America 
intro­ 
duced 
the 
first 
federal 
pure 
stream s bill to control stream pol­ 
lution on a nation-wide basis by 
w atershed. 
Polluters and apolo­ 
gists for pollution became alarm ­ 
ed. 
A frontal attack on the bill 
was dangerous for the public had 
become conscious of the need for 
pollution control. 
Consequently 
a flank attack disguised as ano th­ 
er pure stream s movement seemed 
the better strategy. 
Several so-called pure stream 
bills shortly m ade their 
app ear­ 
ance in the Congressional hopper. 
They embraced most of the pro­ 
visions of the League’s bill except 
the enforcem ent provisions, which 
were conspicuous for their com­ 
plete absence. 
The only mention 
of control in these bills was the 
misleading use of Hie word in the 
title. 
This flank attack was ef­ 
fective in creating a stalem ate so 
that no legislation was passed un­ 
til the closing days of Congress. 
Then a ra th e r poor compromise 
bill was hastily passed after all 
enforcem ent provisions had been 
deleted. 
In its final form it was 
a vicious subterfuge which actu al­ 
ly encouraged pollution, 
such the League strongly urged 
its veto, which was giveu on June 
25. 
Up Before Congress 
A new pure stream s bill in the 
coming Congress is 
a 
foregone 
conclusion. 
As 
a 
prelim inary 
there has been 
an 
inter-bureau 
conference in 
W ashington 
and 
subsequently a m eeting with the 
lzaak W alton League and other 
interested conservation organiza­ 
tions as well as representatives ot 
industry. 
W hen all th© conver­ 
sation and 
arg u m en t 
of 
these 
meetings are boiled down, there 
is only one point at issue, nam e­ 
ly, will we have an honest pure 
stream s control bill, or a su b te r­ 
fuge calling for large expenditures 
for investigation and research hut 
with no authority to control pol­ 
lution. 
The lzaak W alton League 
backed by other conservation or­ 
ganizations insists th a t any bill 
to he worthy of the nam e m ust 
contain 
adeq uate 
enforcem ent 
provisions. 
It is idle to contend 
th a t existing a u tho rity is adequate 
when existing conditions are the 
result of existing 
au th o rity — or 
lack of it. 
A fter 
reluctantly 
adm itting 
that their proposals would afford 
no control w hatever, the apolo­ 
gists for pollution attem pted 
to 
justify th eir subterfuge bill 
on 
the negative plea th a t you simply 
can’t pass a pollution control bill 
through th e 
Congress, 
thereby 
gratuitously com m itting Congress 
to an a ttitu d e of 
opposition 
to 
honest pollution control. 
Th© League accepts their claim 
th a t “ It ca n ’t be done” as a chal­ 
lenge, and Congressmen and Sen­ 
ators who represent 
the 
people 
should resent 
th a t 
implication. 
The battle will be on again in the 
next Congress, and 
those 
who 
want pur© stream s can have them 
if they will get out and work as 
actively as th© polluters w ork to 
prevent pollution control. 
And 
do n ’t be misled. 
You can’t con­ 
trol pollution w ith a bill th a t has 
no provisions for control.

Texas leaguer, happened by. His 
honor, doubling as manager of the 
Van Alstyne Grays, saw the giant 
of a farm boy curving out his r u r ­

Next day the mayor returned to 
Monty's cornfield and made the

His honor offered Stratton $2.50 
a game, board and room at Van 
Alstyne over the week ends if he 
would chunk Sunday ball for the 
Grays.
